President Leslie Brindie said he 
thought this site was the last large 
piece of property in the vicinity of 
the Senior High scnool which could 
be had, save by paying high prices 
for choice residence property.

President Brindie told the board 
that two men from the State Plan­ 
ning Commission had been in New 
Castle earlier in the day and had 
met with members of the Building 
and 
Grounds Committee 
in

matter of the engineering cost for 
the proposed field house The board 
had asked the ,-tate for S9.500 under 
the act passed in the ses ion of 1945. 
The commission members said t here 
was about $8 300 left in an allocation 
of $9.700 for Lawrence county and 
that the city had asked for money.
